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| Hereas great Suffering and Oppreſſion ts 
V \/ ſtill comtinued and infli.'ed upon many of 
the People call d Quakers in atvers Coun- 
ties and Places in this Nation, upon the late Act againſt 
Conventicles, for meeting tugether to worthip God 
according to their Con(ciences and Perſwaſions ; 
C& many induſtrous Families much Ruined,th: Fatherleſs 
and Widows greatly oppreſſed, and Trading in many places 
much impared and decayed, and the Cry of the Poor (who 
have beep imployed by induſtrous Trade (men)very great, 
many wanting Bread becauſe of the great Diſcouravement 
occafioned by the great Spoil and Havock that's made upon 
their Goods,and Fruits of the Labours of induſtroue F ami- 
lies, only for the Exerciſe of their tender Conſciences 
towards God, 4s the following Narrative will more par- 
ticularly evince , which Sufteriags and n——_ 
have been occaſioned chiefly under Pretence of the ſaid 
At, and continued in divers Counties by the means of 
ſome Turbulent Malicious Prieſts, who themſelves have 
txrned Informers, and encourared others to ſeek out and 
haunt the peaceable Meetings of the People aforeſaid, and 
to inform the Magiſtrates againſt them, the Men thus 
encouraged and employed being ſome idle, dillolute and 
extravagant Perſons, nor willing to take Pains in the 
Creation for a Livelihood, 4s other Men do, have ta- 
ken upan them andbeen encouraged in this Unthriſt. an us 
well zs Inhumane Courſe of informing azatnſt peaceatle 
Subje.ts for their Own Ends and Aluentazes, wan iring 
from place to lace to find out ſuch peaceabla Meciin.s, 
wherein 


wherein if there be either Preaching, Praying or Wait- 
ing on God 133 Silence, they trouble the Mirae, in- 
ftizating ſuch as are willing to gratifie them, and thoſe 
Priefts who hawe either themſelves turned or encouraged 
Informers, in order to ſuppreſs the ſaid Meetings, ani 
make a Prey upon the ſaid Peoples Eftates & Livelihoods, 
ruining and 4eflroying theſe peaceable Proteftant-Sub- 
jeits in their Rizhts ana Properties, wnder pretence of 
Doing the King Service ; which Oppreſtion axd Grie- 
vance hath long continued in this Nation, and the Cry 
thereof becomes louder and louder from many Diſtreſſed 
Families, fince that divers Accounts and Applications 
have been given a;d made, and yet no Readreſs : Our 
Complaint ſti remains, not only of Unchriſtian but Inhu- 
mane Uſage herein; thit God who knows our Hearts and 
Conſcientionſneſs towards him, and our Innocency towards 
the King and Government, be knows our Cauſe and hears 
eur Cry, and according to his Promiſe we expett, that 
for the Oppreſſtion of rhe Poor and the Sighing of 
the Necdy he will ariſe,&c. however, We, the People 
who are the preſent Sufferers, do look upon our ſelves ob- 
lieged in Conſcience, to ſpread before you this brief Ac- 
count follwing,which i but as a ſhort Appendix in compa- 
riſon of the Account that "__ be given of the great and 

many Sufferings that have been and ſtiflare continued 

upon the ſaid Aft in divers places of this Nation (beſdles 

the preat number that were [mpriloned til) Death. and 

others Baniſhed from their Diſtreſſed Families into for- 

reign Plantations upon the AQ for Baniſhment) as a!

ly laid down their Lives for xot paying Small Tythes, 
Eaſter-Reckonings and to the Repairation of the 
Steeple-Houſes. 

And wpon the Statutes made againſt Recuſants,in the 
Reignof Queen Elizabeth, ſome Hunareas of the afore- 
faid People are returned up into the Exchequer, and 
Writs of Enquiry have been ſent down to the Sheriffs, 
and Furits impannelled to enquire into their Eſtates, who 
have made Returns theresf into the Exchequer, frons 
whence Writs are iſſued and ſent down to the Sheriffs in 
many Counties, to make ferzure of Two Thirds of 
their Eſtates, a1 the Sheriffs Bailiffs ' eing Unreaſona- 
ble have (in ſome places) taken agreat deal more then 
what was pretended to be the King's Right: 1t is too great 
a Work to give a particular Account of all that are like to 
ſuffer on this Account, the Sheris in ſeveral Counties 
having Writs of Seizure in their Hends, and threaten 
fo put them in Execution;Only two Inſtances in one Coun- 
ty, for brevity ſake you are aefired to take motice of, as 
followeth, 

The 234 day of the 11th moneth, 1676. the Sheriff of

And the Bailiffs have warrants in their hands to make 
ſeizure of many more in this County.

and brought with them Ferdinando Br yeut and Fohn Delves 
Conſtables of Lewes, who took ſeveral Perſons Names, and 
went to Richard Bridgcr Juſtice, where the ſaid Zames Clark, 
Welliam Snat and Walter Fones gave Information of a Mect- 
ing in the Houſe of Adary Gelloway (mark it was in the ſame 
Houſe which Prieft S»ar ſwore but five dayes before to be the 
Hou'e of Thomas Meſely, and now ſwear; it to be the Houſe 
of Mary Galloway, although there was no alteration concer. 
ning the {aid Hovſe) for which Tho. Meſely was fined g1. 15 s. 
and 4mbreſe Galloway fined g 1. 105, and for himie!f and 
Wife 15 5. and Mary Akrburft 258. and Samuel Baker 6 |. 
13S. 49. and Sreven EagverGl, 135. 4d. and ſeveral other 
Perſons for bcing at the ſaid Mceting were fined 5 6. apicce, 
which ſaid fines F.Clark Informer levied himſelt, that he might 
the bet: cr feather his Neft, for 101, 5 8, demanded of 4mb. 
Galloway of Lewes he teok Goods to the value of 141. 15 5, 
and from Thomas Meſely for gl. 15 s. demanded he took 
Goods to thevalueef (21, 6 8.

Upen the 17th day of the 8th Moneth, 1675, ſome of 
the aforeſaid People being met together at the ſame Houſe as 
afore'aid, in their uſual manner in Lewes, came fames Clark, 
William Snat ahd William Purſer Irformers, wit the afore- 
ſaid Conſtables, and aLicutenant, and an Enfigne; and two 
Sarjeants 
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Sarjeants belonging to the Militia, and alſo a great number of 
rude People of the baler ſort, who with great Violence dragg'd 
them out of the Meeting-houſe, abuſing many, drawing 
them in the Strects, kicking, bruiling and beating many, and 
from ſome there was Blood drawn, and chichy by the Hands 
of fames Clark aforelaid, whoſe Beaſt-like behaviour cauſed 
many of the SpeQators te cry Shame cf him; this being 
done, the aforelaid Informers went to Nifal Rivers [uſtice, 
& gave Information againſt ſeveral that were there aſſembled, 
and the ſaid Juſtice impoſed by his Warrant theſe Fines fol- 
lowing; upon Feb» Sorghurſt for preacving 201. upon tte 
Houſe 20 |. to be levied as folluweth ; upen Ambroſe 
Cong for the Houſe 41. and for himiie!fand ot'er Per-

Robeſor, a Felt- 
maker, being fined 20 s. the ſaid Clark took eight Hats, Mary 
Akehurſt fined 10s. Clark took Goods to the value of 18s, 
AMaskall Pickral being fined 5 8. [mark] the faid Clark with» 
out any Officer with him {that he might the better cover his 
Cruelty) took four Reles of Linnen Cloth, without meaſi.- 
ring any, and refuſed to let them, ſee it meaſured, Steven

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Manard and his Brother Nichole: Xanard were fined ys. as * 
piece, for the which was Goeds*taken. to the value of 24 c. 
Henry Gears for a fine of 5s. had taken from him a great

theſe laſt Fines being not yet levied, and alle ſeveral other 
Perſons being fined, of which we can give ne Account, be- 
cauſe Clark, doth refuſe to ict us have a Copy of the War.

Upon the 24th day of the aforeſaid 8th moneth, ſome of 
the aforeſaid People being peaceably met together, carne 
Fa, Clark, Will. Snat and William Parſcr Informers, accom- 
panyed with the Conſtables and about twelve Soldiers in Army 
with their Officer as aforeſaid belonging to the Militia, without 
any Regard to their Sabbath-Day, they drew Friends out of 
the Mecting-houſe, abuſing many with Blows and cruel Pug- 
ches, and ſet a Guard at the Houſe door te keep them out ; 
then the aforeſaid Clark demanded of a7ary Galloway a fine of 
5 5. forthe whichhe took {cventeen new Deal Formes, that 
coſt near 3 1. which Forms were not the Goods of Mary Gal- 
loway, and loaded away ſome of the Seldicrs with theſe 
Forms, to carry them along the Town whither he did dire ; 
and when many of the People and Conftables were goae, the 
ſatd Clark commanded one of the Soldiers to break open the 
Door of the Houſe, that he might vie "is Wil, there being

Upon the Day aforefaid, the (:ſhcers aſereiaid cameinto 
the Shop that had been che Shop of Ambroſe Galloz ay, but 
then inthe Tenure and Occupation of Ambroſe Gelloway the 
Son of Ambroſe Galloway, who was not at the Meeting, as 
charged ; for the which Fine the Officers broke open the Covn- 
teranda Preſs in the Sep of the ſaid 4-breſe, ang took away 
Mens Ceats and Breeches, and Childrens Coats, and other 
Goods tothe Value of 201, 5s. 119. the ſaid Ambroſe be- 
ing by Trade a Saleſman,

ſome time after this Court decreed Excommunication againſt 
the ſaid Ambroſe, never ſending him any other, whereby he 
might certainly know when there-was a Court kept, that he 
might make bis juſt Defence, but forth-with d:nounceth him 
Excommunicated, and about the 26th day of the 9th monetÞ, 
76, the aforeſaid Biſhop ſendeth forth a Capienas to carry the 
ſaid Ambroſe Gateway to Priſon for a Contempt,

SUFFERINGS in and about 
the City of HERE FORD. 


N the 2cth of the 6th moneth, 1656.the People of God 
bcing met together at their Meeting-houſe, being in the , 

Subburbs of the City of Hereford to worlhip the God of 
Heaven accorging to their uſual manner;in Spirit and in Truth, 
one Fohn Res (as they heard) went and informed Henry Cal- 
dicett, then Mayor of the City, of the Meeting, who with 
ſeveral ether Officers came unto the Meeting. and aſter ſome 
words warned them, not ts meer any mere, and ſaid, if they 

did, let it be at their Peril, and ſo went _ 
Upon the 37th of the ſame moneth, they being in like 
mayner peaccably Aſſembled together again, there came =_ 
tnem 
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'them. many Boycs out of the City in a Riotoes manner, throws- 
15g Stones and Dirt into the Meeting. 

On the 3d of the 7th Moneth next after, being alſo the 
fiiſtday of the Week, they were peaceably met 2gain to wor- 
ſhip God, then came Boyes, and Girles, and Young People 
t6 a great nuraber, inthe ſame Riotous manrer, and throng'd 
in and about the Mecting, and became ſo abuſive unto them 
beyond all Humanity, {0 as to fling their Hats at their Faces, 
uſing all the filthy deriding words towards them they ceuld 
invent to utter, and with their Staves forae of them would 
ftrike off many of their Hats off their Heads, of both Men 
end Women, and fometimes Rtriking ſome vpon their Heads 
wich their Staves, and ſometimes jultling againſt chem, and 
throwing Stones among them, and brake ſome of the Glaſs- 
windows, and turned in Degs into the Meeting, oftentimes 
bidding thega eek by che fpirir, and then making a Noiſc 
with Heoping and Holowing ; and ſome of them faſtened 
Burs to ſome of the Men's Hair; and as they (ought to force 
a Pig into the Meeting amengft them, ic happening to be a Pig 
of Fohn: Ken's, who on that day two Weeks before was Taid to 
inform the Mayor of the Meeting, and he lceking to drive 
his own Pig from them, ane of the unruly Young Men bruke 
his Head with a Stone, which was the new-elefted Mayor's 
Son. as 'twas (aid. 

On the next firſt Day being rhe 70th of the 7th Moneth, the 
aforeſaid People were again affemblcd together in their uſval 
religious Manner, and -in a ſhort Space the Srreet before the 
Houſc,became fled with People,young & old;8 many young 
Men and Boyes came in upon them, riots! ſly as before, and 
threw their Hats at and amongſt them, aud fired Squibs, and 
threw amongſt them, and then throwing Stones againſt the 
Glas Windows, Rrroke a Woman, as ſhe was (ate within tie 
Raem, on the ſide of her Head with a Scone : But ſecirg them 
ſo outragious, end deſperately cruel, ſome of the Mecting 
went to the Adayor to fignific their Doings nts him, whe be- 
came ſomewhat diſplcaled at the Maiter, and allo they went to 
Abraham 
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Abraham Seward an Attorney at Law, the New Eletfted May. 
or, W hoſe Son was one of the Leaders of the turbulent Com- 
pany in their Actings, to acquaint him of kis Son, who ſeemed 
to be ignorant of his Son's Doings, yet ſomewhat threatned 
the Perſons rhat went to him, with the Execution of the Law 
upon them ; & becauſe feme of the Lads belonged to the Free- 
School in Werefard,onc of the Meeting went ro thechief Maſter 
of the Schoclabout ther, who preſently came and tuok No- 
tice of as many as he could find ; for many of them Cilperled at 
his coming, they having by tbat time bea:cn the Glaſs- Win- 
dows to pieces with Stones agd Stave; but it was (aid by fome, 
he was forbidden to correct them, and that the- Colledge- 
Prieſts ſhould ſet thera on, and ſay, they would bear thera out 
in what they did ; and ſome of the unruly Boyes were Quires 
Ys. 

On the 14th Day of the 7th. Moneth they were peaceably 
met togetner again to ſerve the living God, and afſoonas they 
departed many rude Boyes came runnins to find them there, 
and (ome of them ſaid, if they had met with them, they would 
have done theix work for them, and ſell again upon the gla(s- 
windows breaking them. 

On the 16th Day following two F:iends went to Robert S3- 
monds and Thomas Simonds, Juſtices for the City, to let them 
know ofthe ſeveral riotous Aſſemblies, and the Abules done 
upon them, who rot at all regarded their Complaint, but the 
ſaid Robert Simonds did endeavour to force ſome Confeſſion of 
a Meeting from one of them, 1nd then proteſted, if he had con- 
feſſed,he would immediately bave fined him ;, then the Fiiend 
asked him, what if it ſhould pleaſe God to ſuffer another Re- 
ligion to be ſet up with Authority in this Nation, would he 
not think it an unreaſonable thing ts be forced irom, or prniſh- 
e« for his Religion he now profeſſeth? He anſwering aid, he ' 
ſhould not:-but would be ſubject to the Government ;, and after 
ſaid toſeme others, as we were credibly informed, that if tte 
Friend had but confeſſed a Meeticg. he would preſently have 
arreſted his Horles he bad then in the Town; and allo ſaid, 
the Quakers were well helpt up to come with Complaints to 
them, G On 
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On the 19th Day after, it being the firſt Day of the Week, 
tic aforclaid People were peaceably aſſembled again to wor» 
ſhipGod,aſter ſome time the redeCompany of Boyes & young 
People came unto them in the former riotous manner;many of 
them having Sticks and Staves in their Hands, and they threw 
their Hats,and Dirt,and Stones among them,and $qu1bs, and 
burned ſome of their Clothes ; and when Friends departed, the 
Door of the Houſe being locked, they paſſing away, faw the 
Maſter of the School coming haſtily again to ſeek after his 
Schollars, which many of them perceiving, hid themſelves 
from him, and he ſaid unto Friends, that it was not fi:ting that 
Boyes ſhould be ſuffered to abuſe them as they did, yet ſoon 
after the rude Company became more unruly then before ; for 
they totally brake down the Glaſs. Windews rhat remained, 
and as many of the Pilfars thereof as they could, with ſome of 
the Walls of the Houſe, and entered in and broke the Benches 
and Seats they fornd thereing and brake cpenan inner Door 
with other things they could meet with; and ſome Boyes fol. 
lowed after ſorme Fricnds of tke Countrey with hooping and 
hollowing, and throwing of Stones after them, about a quarter 
ofa Mile; and it was commonly faid, that the Mafter of the 
S_ hvol going about to corre ſome of his SchoHars for their &- 
b ics towards Friends, they made ſuch a Reſiſtance againſt him, 
a5 violently tothrow him over a Bench, and giving him threat- 
ning Words, they being ſo emboldned in ill Praftices; and 
when ſeveral ſober People of the City, that ſaw or hcard of 
the Doings of the rude Company, cryiag out againſt them, 
they would threaten them 3 and one man, becauſe he reprove d 
therm, was forced to take vp Stones in his Hands to defend 
himſelf from them 
The 18th Day of the 7th Monct",1676 there being a Meets ' 
ing in Hereford of the aforeſaid People,to enquire into the Ne- 
ceſſities of the poor,the Widows and Fatherleis Children, that 
they that are able tv work may be imployed, and affiſted to get 
tieir ewn livelihood, but if enable, then to be relieved, and 
the Fatherle(s and Helpleſs Children to be ſet out Apprentices, 
which is acceptable Scrvice to God, and great Benefit to the 
whole 
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whole Nation, againſt which work there is no Law, nor ought 
to be; forit is the Command of God, To do Youd wnto all;but c- 
ſpecially to the Houſhild of Faith. 

And in Obedience to God and his Truth they came together 
to do this eſpecial Goad to the Houſhald of Faith, and being 
peaccably met. together in their (hattered Mecting Houle, 
and after tome time was [pcnt in the Service of Truth, tt ere 
came a great Company of rude tumultuous Boyes, many of 
them in a Riotous Manner with Staves, Sticks and long Splints 
of Wood in their Hands, gud ſirrounding the Houſe, and one 
of them ſoundirg a Horn, there camea great Company of Pcoe 
ple of ſeveral S: rts ; rhen the Boycs began to thraw their Hats, 
Dirt and Stones iuto the Meeting, and hurt ſame ; and utter- 
ing abominable, filthy, reviling Wores and deriding Specches 
againſt the *pirit 6: God, and his Worſhip; one of them came 
within the Door, and breaking Wind backward ſaid, The Spi- 
ri moved tim and to the bruuſh rude Company fell to lavgh- 
ing, and iko: ting; and throwing of Stones throvgh the broken 
Walls and W indows ixte the Houſe; and ſame threw in Ex- 
crements upon Friend: Clethes, and tben got upon the Houle 
and untiled part of the Houſe, and ſceing a Friend comiug into 
the Houſe, they tumbled down ſome of the Stones upon his 
Head, and (@ continved breaking the Houſe for ſame time,znd 
broke down the Pale with the young Vines about the Houſe. 

And a Fricnd in the Meeting ſeeing their Wickedneſs, was 
conſtrained to bear his Teftimony againſt them, exhorting 
Friends to Patience, and the tumi-Iruous rude Company ta 
Moderation (who like the Sedomi:ss about juſt Lo:'s Houſe, 
encompaſſed them abour in their crvel Emnity) leſt, the Lord 
brigg ſome ſweeping Judgement upon tem and the City. 

Then foen a{ter came ſome of the Magiſtrates of the City, 
namely Edward King and Robert Simands fuſtices, with Aba 
ham Sewardtne Elected Mayor for the Year to comey- an At- 
torney at Law, whoſe Coming was nct atall toappeaſe and 
ſcatter the Riot and Rage of the People, but to.exccnte their 
own and the Prieſts Envy and Cruelty againſt- Fricnds, which 
firſt appeared inthe Boyes and ruee Multitude, and then ma- 

C2 nifeſted 
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nifeſted it ſelf in their Proceedings; The ſaid Edward King 
Jaſtice, firſt entring the Houſe, fil in a vain, light, ſcoffing 
Spirit, Woar be ye? Quakers, or Shakers, or Candleftich: ma- 
kers? And then asked, who was the Speaker? ſome of the Boyes 
ſ1id, ſucha one; then Abraham Seward with the two Juſtices 
urged him to take the Oaths of All-giance and Supremacy, 
and did the like to the reſt of the men, taking their Names, 
with the Names of the Women, and then calling for the 
Conſtables and other Oicers te take the Men to Priſon, being 
eight in Number, and threatned ts fine the Women with him 
that rhe Boyes ſaid, ſpake, and for the Houſe alſo ; then they 
took away the eight Men to the Towne Hall or Marker Houſe, 
and in their Paſſage along with the Magiſtrates, . Avrabam Se- 
ward the EleOted Mayor ſail, They ſhould never meet there,and 
had often ſpake it before, and words to that Purpeſe ina pre- 
ſumptuous Spirit. 

And a Friend going with him ſaid, We arc 4 People gathered 
by the Power of the Lord, and thereforc the Power of Mancan 
not ſcatter ww: Thea he replycd, and faid, 7 will break your 
AAretings, 

So then they came to the Town hall, and there they tendred 
the O1:hr of Altcgiance and Swpremacy tothem, who anlwer- 
ing, ſaid, We are Ciriftians, therefore canner break the Come 
mand of Chriſt te ſwear at all;, but to render 4 and lawful 
Allegiance to the King, dd» net deny nor refuſe, Notwith- 
ſtanding this their Anſwer, they made a Mittimus, and ſent 
them to Priſon, 

About the next day after t1ey were impriſoned, one Walter 
Rogers a Prebend walking by the Meeting houſe, and ebſer- 
ving how it was broken and torn with the Rude Company, 
{aid to ſome as he paſſed, Thar they were Very Good Boxes, and 
had deve their ork, Better then be thewg ht they had, 

-'' Oa the 24th of the 7th moneth, beingthe firſt Cay of the 
Week.” Friends were aſſembled again to wait vpan God, 
many Rude'Boyes came unto them, and threw their Hats at 
them, one of them pulling a Woman by her Chin, and poch- 
ing Friends with their Staves through the Windows ;n = when 
riends 
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Friends departed, many of the Boyes followed ſome 
of them a pretty way, throwing Stones after them, 


uſing many Taunting and Deriding V Yords againſt 
God's Holy Spirit and Worthip,

The 29th of the ſame Moneth they were again met toge- 
ther in their peaceable uſual manner, then came many of the 
Officers and Conftables of the City, and forced them out of

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ing ate the Council for the Informers ſpoke to the Juſtices and 
the reſt of the Curt, that it would be 4 Diſhoneur to the King, 
and to bu Honourable Juſtices of Peace, that the Appeal: fhould 
be tried, for if they were, #t was as mnch as if the Tuftuces had 
not done according to Law, and :f #t ſhould be brought in for the 
App: lint, it wonld be a Diſhonour to them, or Wordsto that 

Effect. 

* The Council for the Appellant, It s not any Diſhmmour to the 
King, or bu Juſtices, but whether the Informers aited according 
to Law or no, that u the Queſtion , and if any look upon them- 
ſelves tobe graeved contrary to Law, they may be tried by a [u- 
ry of twelve men, which the Lawduth atow; and further, he 
deſired the Tryals might be in the Informers Name, and not 
in the Name of the King, but it would not be granted, So 
whenthe Juſtices had ordered the Appeals ſhould goon to

So they went out, and ſome of the Jury being not ſatisfied 
concerning the Meeting; being 1t was in Silence, did think to 
have found it for the Appealant, as they have confefled ; but 
preſently they procured one Ovadiah Anthony , an Infor- 
mer, who told thega, That there was Preaching, and they 
were knecled down upon their Knees: So then they concluded 
8gainſt the Appealant, This one of the Jury-men confeſſed ; 
and the ſaid Qbadiah Anthony was ſeen with the Jury by Fobn
